His Holiness was born on the 
auspicious Diwali Day оп 
November 13, 1917, under the 
constellation Swati in a Telugu 
family of Bangalore known as 
Kaippus. He was the eldest son of 
Kaippu Rama Sastry and Lakshmi 
Ammal. He was named Srinivasan. 
He had his early schooling in 
Bangalore up to the secondary 
stage. Even as a boy, he had an 
extraordinary fondness for Bhajan, 
Pooja and Scriptural studies. 


The illustrious Jagadguru Sri 
Chandrasekhara Bhatari, the 34th 
Acharya of Sringeri, spotted Sri- 
nivasan, took him under his wings, 
and gave him Sanyasa Deeksha at 
the age of 14, on May 22, 1931, with 
the Deeksha name Abhinava Vidya 
Teertha. 


For more than 22 years the 
young Swami was trained by His 
Holiness Sri Chandrasekhara 
Bharati till his Videha Mukti in 
1954. 


A master of Sanskrit. Maha- 
sannidhanam acquired command 
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over Hindi, Telugu, Kannada and 
Tamil. By his tapas, scholarship, 
far-sightedness, compassion, sim- 
plicity and moral earnestness he 
won the hearts of thousands and 
thousands all over India. 


During his spiritual ministry, 
Mahasannidhanam undertook 
several Vijaya Yatras. The first one 
began on March 14, 1956. For six 
years, he extensively toured South 
‘India, covering various States. 


During his Chaturmasya in 
Madras. His Holiness conferred the 
title of Rashtra Ratnam on 
Rashtrapati Dr. Rajendra Prasad, 
who specially went to Madras to 
offer his obeisance to Maha- 
sannidhanam.

The second, four-year Vijaya 
Yatra from 1964 took Maha- 
sannidhanam to Delhi, Hardwar, 
Rishikesh, Badrinath and Kedar- 
nath and Nepal. At Nepal, where 
the Jagadguru performed Maha- 
shivarathri pooja in 1967, he was 
accorded a Royal reception by 
King Mahendra and his Queen. 


After touring extensively North 
India and halting at Varanasi, 
Calcutta, Baroda, Bombay and 
Poona, the Jagadguru and his 
retinue returned to Sringeri in 
March 1968 and performed Koti 
Archana to Sri Saradamba .on a 
grand scale. 


The third Vijaya Yatra in 1969 
was of a short duration. The fourth 
one, which began in January 1971, 
took His Holiness to many places in 
Tamil Nadu. 


The Jagadguru along with his 
Sishya Swami, left Sringeri in 
January 1975 for Rameshwaram to 
perform the Kumbhabhishekam of 
the renovated temple of Lord 
Ramanatha and Goddess Parvata 
Vardhini. The Kumbhabhishekam 
was performed by His Holiness on 
February 5, 1975. 


The sixth all-India Vijaya Yatra 
was historic. The Jagadguru per- 
formed Annapoorna Pratishtha 
Kumbhabhishekam at Varanasi on 
January 24, 1977 in the presence of 
the Sankaracharya of Govardhana 
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Peetha Sri Niranjandeva Teertha 
Swami ji. 

À unique event took place at 
Sringeri on May 4, 1979— Sankara 
Jayanti day, when, for the first time 
in history, the Jagadgurus of 
Sringeri, Dwaraka, Puri and Badari 

assembled together. 


The Silver Jubilee celebrations 
of the Pattabhishekam of Maha- 
sannidhanam began at Sringeri on 
October 1, 1979, with Atirudra 
Mahayagna and Sata Chandi 
Homa. 


The city of Bombay and the 
suburbs had the rare good fortune 
of the presence of Маһа- 
sannidhanam and Sri Bharati 
Teertha Swami for 42 days from 
March 21 to May 2, 1982. His 
Holiness visited many cultural, 
religious, social and educational 
institutions. 


The Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan, 
Bombay, was privileged to be the 
Spiritual abode of the Sringeri 
Jagadgurus for two memorable 
days—April 7 and 8, 1982. 


A two-day Vidvat Sadas at which 
more than 50 scholars from all over 
India matched their skill in diverse

_ mouleeswara Pooja at Bhavan's 
Gita Mandir, and a public recep- 
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tion to their Holinesses at which 
the Bhavan did itself the honour of 
presenting a Tamra Patra to 
Mahasannidhanam were the high- 
lights. 


The Jagadguru was deeply 
moved when he released a special 
edition of Вһауап 5 book Our Duty 
containing the teachings of H.H.

One of the conditions of his release 
was that if Tilak happended to be 
again tried and convicted on a 
charge of sedition, the unexpired 
term of six months should be 
added to his sentence. 


After his release, Tilak once 
again plunged into the struggle for 
freedom. He was totally involved in 
the Swadeshi Movement. The 
. Signs of break of the Extremists

fram the Indian National Congress 


were clear in 1905 (Benaras 
Session) when Tilak and his follo- 
wers found the Moderates 
opposed to a resolution on boy- 
cott. Swadeshi and national edu- 
cation. The differences came toa 
head in 1907 at the Surat session 
and the break was complete. 


Tilak left for London оп 
September 24, 1918 mainly to fight 
his case against Sir Valentine 
Chirol for defamation in his book 
Indian Unrest.’ He took the oppor- 
tunity to start a whirlwind cam- 
paign for self-government for 
India. Tilak stayed for almost a year 
in England and returned to India 
on November 27, 1919. 


Tilak was chosen for the Presi- 
dentship of Congress for 1920. On 
July 28, 1920, Gandhiji announced 
the launching of the non-coopera- 
tion movement on August 1. On the 
same day that the movement was 
to begin, Tilak passed awav after a 


.severe attack of malaria. Among 


the bearers of the bier that carried 
this great son of India in his final 
repose, were Gandhiji, Maulana 
Shaukat Ali and Dr. Kitchlew.

Can a scientist conclusively prove that consciousness was 
produced only from matter? It is impossible. So far he has not 
done it. 


Let us suppose that a scientist says that he created life in his 
laboratory. How can it be proved beyond doubt that conscious- 
ness was not present in a latent form in the materials used by 
him? That cannot be proved at all. Consciousness could have 

- been latent initially and then could have manifested. Therefore, 
no firm conclusion can be drawn. 


Of course, there are many advantages we get from science. 
There is no doubt at all about it. There is absolutely no rule that 
just because one is a scientist, one should be an atheist. Many 
great scientists were theists and even now there are many scien- 
tists who believe in God. 


This apart, the Sastras give numerous reasons to show that the 
Atma is different from the body. Therefore, we should never 
entertain any doubt in this regard. 


The Algae in the Lake 


Тһе Atma is like a lake and the impure mind is like the algae 
covering the surface. If one wishes to see the water then the 
algae must be removed. Throwing a stone does cause the algae 
to part, but the gap gets patched up almost immediately. This act . 
is similar to sense-enjoyment or temporary focusing of the mind. 
By this, the bliss of the Atma is experienced for an Infinitesimal 
time. The mind, however, becomes muddled again. 


To realise the Atma and be permanently immersed in its bliss, 
the veil of Ignorance must be rent asunder. This. corresponds to 
the total removal of algae which gives us a clear and constant 
vision of the surface of lake.

А foreigner: Do Hindus worship many gods? 


Acharya: We believe that there is only one Supreme Entity 
who has no form and who is responsible for the creation, 
sustenance and dissolution of the universe. However, He 
assumes many forms for the sake of His devotees. !n 
whatever name and in whichever form His devotees seek 
Him their faith is strengthened accordingly. 


F.: Will your Holiness kindly say something about worship ? 


А.: We do not worship stones. Were it so, we would have 
addressed a stone as 'O stone’ and not as 'O Lord’. We 
worship the Supreme Lord in idols. They come as aids to our 
worship and we consider that He resides in them. Divine 
presence is invoked in.temple deities through Kumbhabhi- 
sheka. This gets strengthened by the sincerity and tapas of 
those performing the puja and by the special characteristics 
of certain idols. Though without form, Ishwara by His com- 
passion,is capable. of giving Darshan to His devotees. He 
indeed does so. 


Marriage, 
Dowry & Extravagance 


Dowry is not sanctioned by the Sastras. “Капуа Danam" itself 
is a great gift. No dowry is necessary to make that gift complete. 
The Sastras say that "Kanya Danam" can be done even during 
the 'impurity period' of one year after the death of the girl's father. 
From this, one can understand how worthy that girl is. The 
practice of accepting dowry arises only because of greed. It 
should be eliminated. 
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Now-a-days, many say that dowry should not be accepted but 
only a handful put their statement into practice. Only when people 
Stop such an evil practice, will the acceptance of dowry cease. 


The Sastras say that in a marriage ceremony the mantras 
should be chanted properly. Nowhere have the Sastras pres- 
cribed that a grand reception party be held or that expensive silk 
sarees and different varieties of jewels be bought. New clothing 

x does rot mean expensive costumes. If huge expenditure is 
incurred іп marriages, Sastras are not to be.blamed. If people 
| spend money extravagantly, it is their fault.

Equipoise & Moderation 
When doing one's work, one must try to maintain a state of 
equipoise, neither longing for that which is pleasant nor despising 
| that which is unpleasant. It is not possible always to meet with 
situations of one’s liking. Many a time one has to encounter 
situations which ‘are not to one's liking. At these times, the 
spiritual aspirant must strive to have ‘Same-sightedness’. Attach- 
ment and dislike towards sense-objects are difficult to overcome 
but one must always strive hard by means of repeated practice. 


Greed is a major obstacle to spiritual progress. The aspirant 
must attempt to control greed by impressing upon the mind that 
in reality everything belongs to Ishwara alone and that one is but 
an instrument inthe hands of Ishwara. 


When dealing with others, one must not utter either falsehood 
or say unpleasant things. One should always conduct oneself in 
such a way that one does not injure others physically or mentally. 


The body and the surroundings have an inituence on the mind 
and this fact should be used to ‘advantage by the spiritual 
aspirant. When a man is very sick, it is very difficult for him to 
focus his mind. Therefore, care should be taken to keep the body 
healthy. This does not mean undue attention should be paid to 
the body. 

It is neither good to sleep excessively nor to sleep too little. 
Both extremes stand in the way of sound meditation.Six to seven 
hours of sleep should be enough for. healthy people. Going to 
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- bed between 10 p.m. and 10.30 p.m. and getting up between 
4.30 a.m. and 5.00 a.m. is a very: good practice. The hours of 
dawn and dusk are very favourable for meditation. 


As in the case of sleep, food also should not be had too much 
or too little. Those desirous of controlling the mind should take 
only Satvic food. It is good to completely avoid coffee, tea, 
onions, non-vegetarian food and the like. Likewise, one should 
not eat unclean food and, as far as possible, should eat only pure 
food cooked at home. Similarly, though one should not indulge in 
excessive bodily exercise, the taking of some exercise every day 
is quite necessary. This is especially true of young people. 


The performance of Nitya Karma should never be abandoned 
or done with indifference because the performance ої Nitya 
Karma purifies the mind. 


Devotion: The Undying 
Lamp in Our Heart 


The child rolls in the dirt and throws dust on its head. That is its 
nature. But the mother takes delight in making it clean and fresh. 
To err is natural to man, yet God will cleanse him of his sins. All 
the sins will disappear, the moment one loves God as his own 
parent. | 


As long as there is a sense of ‘I’ and ‘mine’, His Grace will not 
flow freely. If а man thinks highly of himself, He stands at a dis- 
tance, but the moment he gives up his arrogance, His grace will 
flow on him abundantly.His arrogance impedes the flow of the 
divine Grace. Whenever anything stirs up in his thought about 
sensual pleasure, he should instantly turn his mind on God. If one 
practises this, he can overcome all.dangers. 


A man has to rely on God. Whatever he can do, in accordance 
with the instructions given to him by the Lord, he should do. With 
regard to other things; һе should leave them to Him. God will look 
after him. He need not be reminded by him of His duty in the 
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matter at all. He knows everything. 


Like the child standing somewhere above and jumping down 
into the hands of its loving father, опе has only jump into the 
Grace of the Lord. This is the essence of the path of devotion. 


God has already provided for all contigencies and for all 
requirements. Everything is there already. Before the need arises, 
the needed thing has been created апа provided. This is why we 

- speak of God as Providence; one who provides before-hand, for 
all needs. 


What is the law of Providence? This may be explained by the 
term "Markata-Nyaya". After a monkey gives birth to a child and 
the mother jumps from one tree to another, what can the child 
do? It cannot jump soon after birth, but provision for it has 
already been made by nature; the child grips the mother in such 
а way that there is no possibility of its loosening its hold. When 
the mother monkey jumps from one tree to another, the child is 
carried along with it. No effort is needed on the part of the little 
monkey. Everything is done by. the mother until-the stage is 
reached when the monkey can act for itself and that is the pro- 
vision made in advance by nature for that kind of animal. 


A great majority of the devotees who are on the spiritual ladder, 
come under this 'Nyaya"; that is to say, the path of devotion is 
best suited to them. 


In devotion, there is no fear or wonder or even humility. The 
marks of devotion are love, confidence and faith. In the beginn- ` 
ing, there may be hesitation and fear. When devotion grows, it will 
give place to confidence. The devotee will then approach God 
with a feeling, almost of proprietorship. 


On some festive occasions, man will light а lamp that should 
always be kept burning. If it goes out, it is. feared that some 
mishap will befall the family. Similarly, the thought of God should 
be an undying lamp set in men's hearts. Care should be taken to 
see that this lamp set in men's hearts, never. goes out. One 
should take care to feed the lamp with oil and trim the wick. `

future". The inner light of 
Gandhian thought and Nehruvian 
thought came from exactly the 
same values which were very 
deeply and intensely held by both 
and determined all their individual 
and combined thought and action. 
These values not only permeate 
Gandhian and Nehruvian thought 
but, in fact, it is adherence to these 
values which made and shaped the 
personalities of Mahatma Gandhi 
and Jawaharlal Nehru; the two, 
together, personify the dynamic 
materialisation of those values. 


What were these values? It is 
significant that to us the answer is 
obvious: Truth, Non-violence, 
Toleration and "Understanding, 


Peace, Cooperation and Friend- 


ship, Service and Sacrifice 
represent the core ideas and 
commitments crystallised in the 
ethical and moral values, which to 
Mahatma Gandhi. and Jawarharlal 
Nehru were paramount. 
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No force on earth could detach 
either of-them from' these values. 
There was recognition in both of 
each other's unshakable commit- 
ment to these values. Such a 
mutual recognition formed the 
basis for the powerful attraction 
between Mahatma Gandhi and 
Jawaharlal - Nehru and was the 
source of the vast symbiotic 
energy that flowed from them, 
irradiating the people, issues and 


. environment around them. Roth 
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perceived іп each other the para- 
mountcy of Dharma. A comment 
by Jawaharlal Nehru eloquently 
and precisely reveals the meaning 
of that term. Panditji wrote in the 
‘Discovery of India; “Dharma really 
means something more than reli- 
gion. It is from a root word which 
means to-hold together; it is the 
inmost constitution of a thing, the 
law of its inner being. It is an ethical 
concept which includes the moral 
code, righteousness, and the 
whole range of man's duties and 
responsibilities” 

Bapu, similarly, explained the 
concept in the following way: 
“Dharma is benevolence; and 
benevolence means desiring and 
working for the good of others, 
serving them... morality is the basis 
of things, and truth is the substance 
of all morality." To both, purity of 
means was a Cardinal principle, on 
the conviction that ends partake of 
the nature of means adopted. 


inner unity of thought 


The quintessential inspiration for 
Mahatma Gandhi апа. Jawaharlal 
Nehru being one and the same, the 
inner unity in their thought is 
reflected in their views on all the 
key social, economic and political 
concepts. | am saying this after full 
deliberation. It is not that | am 
unaware of the stages of thesis, 
anti-thesis and synthesis through 
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which Gandhi-Nehruvian approa- 
ches finally emerged on various 
issues. We have to keep the totality 

of Gandhian апа  Nehruvian- | 
thought in mind to appreciate this ` 
standpoint. 


Secularism—a basic tenet of 
Indias ethos—was powerfully 
promoted by Вари and Panditji in 
almost the same words. Writing in 
‘Young India’ of December 22, 
1927 Mahatma Gandhi said:"l do 
not expect an India of my dreams 
to develop one religion, that is to 
be fully Hindu, or fully Christian, or 
fully Mussalman; but І want it to be 
wholly tolerant, with its religions 
working side by side with one 
another”. Panditji in a statement at 
Allahabad. оп June 5, 1936 said: 
"There must be the most perfect 
freedom of faith and observance". 
And in a speech at Aligarh on June 
24, 1948 he said: "India will be a 
land, as in the past, of many faiths, 
equally honoured and respected." 


Socialism is another basic tenet 
in India's ethos. We are aware of 
Panditji's commitment to socialis- 
tic principles, particularly after his 


. personal experience in 1927. In his 


Presidential Address to the Indian 
National Congress in 1936, Panditji 
said: “| am convinced that the only 
key to the solution of the world's 
problems and of India's problems, 
lies in socialism". In a letter to 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose dated 
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April 3, 1939, Panditji said: “І am 
temperamentally and by training 
an individualist and intellectually a 
socialist. | hope that socialism 
does not kill or suppress indivi- 
duality; indeed, | am attracted to it 
because it will release innumera- 
ble individuals from economic and 
cultural bondage" 


Mahatma Gandhi in ‘The Art of 
Living,had said: "| feel that the 
socialistic state is bound to come 
into being in India... If socialism 
mans befriending one's enemies, I 
should be treated as a true socia- 
list... all the socialists should learn 
socialism from me". “We shall 
evolve a truer socialism and truer 
communism than the world has yet 
dreamt of". (Amrit Bazar Patrika, 
August 3, 1984). Writing -in ‘The 
Harijan', July 13, 1947 Gandhi said: 
"Socialism is a beautiful word... in 
socialism all the members of the 
society are equal... this socialism is 
pure as crystal". It may be recalled 
that at the Karachi Session of the 
Indian National Congress, іп 
March 1931, with Gandhiji's bless- 
ings, the famous resolution on 
Fundamental Rights and Econo- 
mic Policy was adopted which 
imparted a socialist orientation to 
Congress and converted the free- 
dom movement into a people's 
struggle with wide ranging mass 
support.

Democracy 


Democracy, similarly, was a sub- . 


Ject on which the views of Panditji 
and Gandhiji express’ the same 
idea and sentiment. Panditji had 
said: "Democracy is the best of all 
the various methods available to us 
for the goverance of human 


beings". "Democracy gives the in- ` 


dividual full opportunity to deve- 
lop. In a proper democracy, discip- 
line is self-imposed". Mahatma 
Gandhi had said: “Democracy, 
disciplined and enlightened, is the 
finest thing in the world... My 
democracy means that the indivi- 
dual becomes his own master.?? 


It is important to appreciate that 
this faith, commitment and deeply 
held belief in the supremacy of 
ethical and moral values, non-vio- 
lence, peace, friendship and co- 
operation, a vision for develop- 
ment of the entire human race, 
comprises a philosophy and an 
outlook held Бу Gandhiji and 


Panditji at a time when the world ` 
was engulfed by enormous waves | 
of hatred and violence. During a | 


blood-stained period of world 


history, with war and death over- | | 


taking millions of people, in the 
midst of almost overpowering 
gloom, the thoughts of Gandhiji 


and Panditji bear immense signi: — — 
ficance in the history of human 5 
thought. Their philosophy was like — - 


a solitary but brave and bright light 
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dispelling the surrounding dark- 
ness, and keeping hope alive for 
humanity. 


The importance of Gandhi- 
Nehruvian thought may be better 
appreciated and its continuing 
relevance better realised when we 
remember that both Mahatma 
and Jawaharlal Nehru 
came to form and hold their views 
Only after intense and complete 
thought. When they differed on any 
matter they tried sincerely to con- 
vince each other, having full res- 
pect for each other's judgement. 
Thus the final view, on any matter 
which both subscribed to, can be 
relied upon to have undergone 
every intellectual and emotional 
test before it was adopted and that 
it was best suited notonly to the 
genius of India but to the idrger 
interest of all humanity. Just a year 
before he passed away, Panditji 
had said: “...in the struggle for 
freedom under the leadership of 
Gandhiji, we had a far larger vision 


_ all the time—not only of freedom 


but of something more. There was 
a social objective, a vision of the 
future which was our dream and 
that gave us a certain vitality, a 
certain measure of a crusading 
spirit”. 

Thus, in the midst of tumultuous 
times, both Gandhiji and Panditji 


thought deeply not only about ' 


India but of the world of the future. 
38 
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There is thus an inner inter-depen- 
dence іп  Gandhi-Nehruvian 
thought regarding the whole range 
of practical tasks involved in the 
political, economic, social and 
institutional development best 
suited to India in the larger context 
of the future of human kind. It 
should be remembered that 
Jawaharlal Nehru's power of per- 
ception of human needs was dyna- 
mic and that his- policy emphases 
evolved and developed constantly. 
In this we can see an increasing 
convergence and coincidence of 


‘his views with those of Gandhiji's 


in various technical aspects. | shall 
briefly touch upon a few areas in 
this connection. 


Panchayat Raj 


Regarding Panchayat Raj, 
Gandhiji, in his ‘My Picture of Free 
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India’, had stated:" The greater the 
power of the Panchayats, the 
better for the people... when 
Panchayat Raj is established, 
public opinion will do what vio- 
lence can never do. The present 
power of the zamindars, the capi- 
talists and the Rajas can hold sway 
so long as the common people do 
not realise their strength. Іп 
Panchayat Raj only the Panchayat 
will be obeyed”. 


Jawaharlal Nehru ` similarly 
placed the highest importance on 
proper growth of Panchayat Raj. In 
а striking statement he said: 
“There are hundreds of thousands 
of Panchayats in this country. They 
form the real base of our demo- 
cracy. If that base is unsound, then 
we are not cent percent stable 
democratically, even with the 
second base of our Parliament. We 
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are told that Panchayats have not 
succeeded because there are 
squabbles, there are parties, there 
Is corruption and all that. It is true, | 
think, that our experience of 
Panchayats has been distressing. 
But real democracy cannot exist at 
the top, it can only arise from the 
base; and in India this is not some- 
thing alien but something natural 
to the soil. The fact remains that 
the Panchayats are the primary 
base of our democracy and we 
have to improve them.” 


Similarly Panditji's approach 
towards agricultural and industrial 
development came to reflect more 
and more his response with. 
Gandhian philosophy. In a speech 
on July 27, 1963 he said: “I am all 
for industry, | am all'for steel plants’ 
and this and that, but | do say 
agriculture is far more important 
than any industry". In fact, 
Gandhiji'S emphasis оп develop- 
ment of agriculture was translated 
into important promotional pro- 
grammes by  Panditji using 
science and technology for in- | 
creasing the qualitative апа 
quantative characteristics ої 
Indian Agriculture. 


Certain emerging fields of 
appropriate technology: such as 
non-conventional sources of 
energy, use of bio-gas and solar 
power originate from the guidance 
received by Pand|tji from Mahatma 
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Gandhi. Today such technology is 
particularly relevant on economic 
and ecological grounds. 


Appreciating the social aspects 
of development, he said: “We put 
up huge steel plants and the like, 
which please us and build up our 
morale and all that, but hundreds 
of millions of people cannot be 
asked to wait for some future age 
for betterment in their living stan- 
dards. We have to think of other 
kinds of developments for the 
mass of our people even if it raises 
them only slightly. 


Therein lies the virtue іп 
Mahatma Gandhi's teachings. 
People think that he was against 
machinery. | do not think he was 
against it. He did not want machi- 
nery except in the context of the 
well-being of the mass of our 
people. What he suggested —cott- 
age industry—was something 
which immediately benefited the 
people, not only in regard to em- 
ployment but also in production.” 


Rural upliftment and recons- 
truction through promotion of 
cottage and village industries—a 
key objective of Gandhiji's think- 
ing was given practical impetus by 
Panditji. It is increasingly recog- 
nised now that for balanced regio- 
nal growth,and avoidance of urban 
congestion, pollution and slums, 
rural industrialisation is a growing 
necessity. 
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Looking back over our history 
and forward into the unfolding 
future, the efficacy of their thought 
is even clearer. The past is a mirror 
of the future, and it appears that the 
main positive trends in national and 
international life can be related 
directly to policies growing from 
Gandhi-Nehruvian thought. 


Profund Changes 

Profound changes seem of be 
taking place in the world toady. An 
age of new thinking and new 
approaches regarding long-stand- 
ing problems, seems to be emerg- 
ing. After four decades of nuclear 
terror, а saner and safer world 
seems to be emerging. The voice 
of Gandhiji and the words of 
Panditji come to mind. Bapu had 
said on December 24. 1938: 
"Peace will never come until the 
great powers courageously decide 
to disarm themselves. It seems to 
me that recent events must force 
the belief on the Great powers.l 
have an implicit faith, a faith that 
today better than ever. after half a 
century's experience that mankind 
can be only saved through non- 
violence." It was Panditji who had 
said, Peace has been said to be 
indivisible; so is freedom. so is 
prosperity now, and so also is 
disaster in this one world that can 
no longer be split into isolated 
fragments `. 
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Under Panditji's leadership all 
members of the Constituent 
Assembly had pledged to dedicate 
themselves to the promotion of 
world peace and the welfare of 
mankind. 


Concern for human dignity and 
equality was an important aspect 
of  Gandhi-Nehruvian thought 
inspiring the struggle against 
Apartheld. This remains a major 
problem which can be solved only 
with the ascendance of Gandhi- 
Nehruvain thought. 


Thus, two legendary figures, 
gigantic in their moral and ethical 
status and commitment to human 
progress, have left us a philosophy 
and outlook on life which is of 


inestimable value today and 


tomorrow. 


Mahatma Gandhi and Jawahar- 
lal Nehru set an ideal as to what 
any Indian, any politician or world 
citizen should be. In my view they 
are the true precursors and early 
pioneers of new world civiliza- 
tion—still in the making —based 
on peace, friendship and coopera- 
tion between. man and man and 
nation and nation for all round 


: human progress.

Nowhere in the original texts is it 
said that one should hold the 
breath. When we hold the breath, 
are we attaining to the pose, or are 


we atter.ding to the breath ? When we 


inhale, the brain moves forward 
like leaf. When we exhale, it goes 
backward. When we hold the 
breath, the brain becomes stiff. So 
how can we find stiffness in the 
body? Any asana done on an 
inhalation will end in merely 
physical action, whereas an asana 
done on an exhalation is vital and 
Organic, and produces physiolo- 
gical action and cellular health. 
Doing the pose with retention is 
only muscular—that is the way of 
practising which | would call 
physical as opposed to spiritual 
yoga! 

When everything is one—when 
you reach a state of perfect union 
between your body, your mind and 
your soul—then you forget your 
body, you forget your breath and 
you forget your intelligence. This 
does not come in two or three 
days. It may take fifty years to 
experience what | am saying. Till 
then you can use exhalation as a 
help, because you are a beginner. 


It is true that exhalation can help 
you to do the pose well for a 
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moment because the body is freed 
of tension. If your stomach is not 
well and you are constipated, the 
doctor gives you a laxative; then 
after a few motions you feel com- 
pletely empty and free in your 
intestines. Similarly, the yogi gives 
exhalation as a laxative so that the 
tension in the cells of the body is 
removed. But if after fifty years you 
are still doing it like that, then you 
have made no progress physiolo- 
gically or mentally. See that in your 
daily practice there is a progres- 
sion and a transformatiorT. If | were 
to do: yoga .today just as | did it 
when | began in 1934, then my 
practice would be like a healthy 
tree which does not give any fruit, 
or a healthy woman who cannot 
bear children. | am not doing that 
type of yoga. | want my action to 
bear fruit. The true fruit of yoga is 
not material achievement or per- 
formance. Yogis never measure 
the intake of oxygen..This is not 
what they are interested in. The 
Yogi's interest is to keep the head 
and the heart clean through the 
harmony of breath, and this is 
achieved through the practice of 
Pranayama. The fruit of your 
action will tell you whether you are 
on the right path or not. 


The great Churning 
There is a very fine story in the 
Puranas which speaks of amruta- 
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15 ^manthana or nectar-cFurning, . 
P ' where the nectar of life was drawn 


out of the churning of the ocean. 
The demons and the devas were 
fighting each other for the esta- 
blishment of dharma, or virtue. The 
devas followed the policy of virtue, 
and the demons favoured vice. As 
the demons were stronger than the 
devas, vice was increasing in the 
universe, so the devas approached 
Brahma, and Siva who advised 
them to ask Lord Vishnu, the pro- 
tector for guidance to establish 
virtue Lord Vishnu's advice was 
that they should churn the ocean 
to bring out from it the elixir of life. 
As distribution was his concern, 
they could then leave the rest to 
him. 


Mount Meru was thrown into the 
ocean to serve as a churning rod, 
and the king cobra. Adisesha was 
used as a rope to move the moun- 
tain. The demons, being stronger, 
took hold of Adisesha's head, and 
the devas held the tail. While they 
were churning, the mountain sank 
down into the ocean; so they could 
not churn at all. So Lord Vishnu 
took the form of Kurma, the turtle, 
and went down to the bottom of 
the ocean to lift the mountain so 
that they could churn again. 

This churning of the ocean is 
nothing but inhalation and exhala- 
tion. Like the mountain churning 
the ocean, the spine acts as a 
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churning rod for breath іп our 
body. When inhalation and exhala- 
tion take place, the spine sends 
energy flashing forwards, back- 
wards, upwards and downwards to 
produce the elixir of life, or Jiva- 
mruta, in our system. Lord Vishnu 
in this story is the same as purusha, 
the soul, in human beings. Vishnu, 
in the form of our innermost self, or 
atma, causes us to’ breathe апа 
thereby draw on the external ener- 
gies which, at their gross level, 
contain the nuclear energies of the 
elixir of life. Thus we grow in health 
and harmony and increase our 
span of life by drawing the hidden 
energy from the ocean of the 
universal atmosphere. 
Philosophically speaking, in- 
halation is the movement of the 
self to come into contact with the 
periphery: the core of being moves 
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with the breath and touches the 
inner layer of the skin—the ex- 
treme frontier of the body. This is 
the outward,or evolutory process 
of the soul. Exhalation is the return 
journey: it is the involutory pro- 
cess, where the body, the cells and 
the intelligence move inwards to 
reach their source, the atma, or the 
core of the being. This evolutory 
and involutory process within each 
individual is pranayama. 


The Hub 

Thus, in each cycle of breath, we 
have two paths towards under- 
standing the existence of God. 
They are known as pravrutti- 
marga, the path of creation, and 
nivrutti-marga, the path of renun- 
ciation. Pravrutti-marga, the out- 
ward path of creation, is in inhala- 
tion. and  nivrutti-marga, the 
inward path of renunciation, is in 
exhalation. On the basis of this 
philosophy, the Yogis were trained 
to reach a balance between these 
two states. Thus abhyasa, practice, 
and . vairagya, renunciation, 
brought together in cohesion in 
the practice of kumbhaka which is 
usually translated as retention. 


Kumbhaka is retention of breath, 
intelligence and self, where the lift- 
ed Lord—the core of the being— 
in the inhalation is held by the 

practitioner as long as he or she

"(kumbhaka) апа 


can maintain it. This is atma- 
dhyana—meditation on the soul. 
One does not simply hold the 
breath by physical retention, but 
holds on to the very self, which was 
raised up and elated through the 
inhalation. The moment one lete 
the self sink, the retention of 
breath becomes merely physical 
and mechanical, and is not true 
kumbhaka at all. In inhalation, as | 
said before, the self comes to the 
surface, like Lord Vishnu who, 
after descending to the bottom of 
the ocean, lifted up the mountain 
to churn the ocean again. To 
maintain thé stability of the lifted 
self is true kumbhaka. It is a purely 
divine state of practice in which 
inhalation (ригака) retention 
| exhalation. 
(rechaka), are all involved. In 
kumbhaka, the self becomes one 
with the body and the body be- 
comes one with the self. It is the 
divine union of body and mind in 
inhalation, exhalation and reten- 
tion. | 

If you look at breath in the form 
of respiratory system, it is physical. 
But when the action of the breath 
on the mind is studied and under- 
stood. it becomes spiritual. Prana- 
yama is the bridge between the 


physical and the spiritual. Hence | 


pranayama is the hub of Yoga.

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temper under grave provocation 
but it is not in her nature to 
disregard womanly proprieties or 
transgress the limits of decorum 
set by tradition. To project her in 
the image of a modern woman 
iibber hurling abuses at elders, as 
the popular TV serial ‘Mahabharat’ 
does, is to be unjust to the epic 
heroine and do violence to the 
spirit of the original story. 
Draupadi, if anything, as Sri 


Aurobindo has pointed out, is a. 


woman ‘ever-devoted’ and -'all- 
suffering'. 

In the TV serial, it is sought to be 
made out that Draupadi's loud 
laughter at the fall of Duryodhana 
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in water inside the magic hall at 
Indraprasta and her remark, “Тһе 
son of a blind father is also blind”, 
led Duryodhana to vow vengeance 
upon her. But the original texts do 
псі refer to the presence of 
Draupadi at all on the scene. The 
relevant verses are as follows 
(Sabha Parva—48th chapter) 
Verses 3-5: One day, the son of 
Dhritarashtra, king (Duryodhana); 
coming to a place made of crystal, 
mistook it for water and drew up 
his clothes. Realising his mistake, 
he felt sad. 


6. Sometime later, he mistook 
a lake of crystal water, adorned 
with crystal water flowers, for land 
and fell into it with all the clothes 
on. 


7. Seeing him fallen into the 
water, the greatly strong Bhima 
laughed aloud; the servants also 
laughed at Duryodhana. 


8 & 9. Other fine and dry 
clothes were given to him at the 
command of the king (Yudhish- 
thira). Seeing him in this plight, the 
mighty Bhimasena, Arjuna, Nakula 
and Sahadeva all laughed aloud. 
Ever incapable of putting up with 
insults, Duryodhana could not 
bear their laughter.* 


It is a screaming, shouting 
woman that is introduced to us (in

game of dice was being played. 
Dragged by Duhssasana to the 
hall, Draupadi is made to speak as 
follows:- 


"Grandsire, by closing one's 
eyes, this issue (Yudhishthira's 
right to wager Draupadi after he 
had himself become a slave) can 
neither be hidden nor settled. The 
daughter-in- law of the race, wear- 
ing but one piece of cloth being in 
her menstrual period, ashamed 
and standing before you, wants to 
know how you will bless her. Aren't 


you the eldest in the Kuru race? 
Great hero ? Learned ? You want to 
protect the throne ? Is the prestige 
of the race not of any consequence 
to you ? ...... Turn to my side, look at 
me, grandsire. The daughter-in- 
law of the race has been dragged 
to this place....

The depiction here of Draupadi 
as furious and exercising no 
restraint in her speech, is totally at 
variance with the original Sanskrit 
version.

Parva,chapter 67) 


Verse 35: All these persons in 
this assembly are men learned in 
the Shastras, all devoted to the 
performance of sacrifices апа 
other rites and all equal to Indra (in 
prowess). Some of them are my 
Gurus (superiors). | cannot stand 
before them in this state. 


36. O wretch, O man of cruel : 


deeds, do not make me uncovered 
(bare). The princes (the Pandavas) 
will not pardon you even if the 
celestials with Indra become your 
allies. 


37. The high-souled son of 
Dharma  (Yudhishthira) is now

"Blessed lady! ‘one who is nota 
master has no power to wager 
another's property; and a woman 
is subordinate to her husband' — 
considering this, | am not able to 
determine the truth of the question 
owing to the subtlety of Dharma." 


R.C. Dutt renders Draupadi's 
words into English verse thus: 


"Elders! versed in holy sastra, and 
in every holy rite, 

Pardon if Draupadi cometh in this 
sad unseemly plight, 

Stay thy sinful deed, Duhssasan, 
nameless wrongs and insults spare, 

Touch me not with hands un- 
cleanly, sacred is a woman's hair, 

Honoured elders, righteous 
nobles, have on me protection given, 

Tremble sinner, seek no mercy 
from the wrathful gods in heaven!

A minor point regarding the 
attempt at disrobing Draupadi may 
also be considered. It is inconceiv- 
able that in a civilized society, any 
attempt would have been made to 
strip Draupadi of her clothes. Dr. 
M.A. Mehendele of the Bhandarkar 
Oriental Research Institute of 
Pune, in his article 'Was Draupadi 
Disrobed ?'. 
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(Bhavan's Journal, . 


November 15, 1988) has referred to 
the ‘wrong notion held about the 
incident in the Hall of the Kaura- 
vas’. He has said that when Karna 
asked Duhssasana to take away 
the clothes of the Pandavas and of 
Draupadi, he would have meant 
only the upper garments—Uttari- 
yani Vasamsi. In fact, the Southern 
Sanskrit texts say that when one 
garment was pulled off 'a similar 
garment appeared many times 
over' with all the colours of the 
rainbow. There is enough reason 
not to countenance the popular 
view that the lower garment, when 
pulled, stretched itself endlessly. 


The late Dr. C.R. Reddy, eminent 
educationist and fine literary critic, 
whose favourite was Draupadi as 
an epic character, has said that 
‘those like her are loved not only by 
their own people but by everyone 
else, nay, respected and worship- 
ped. The world finds its fulfilment 
in them’. Prof. N.K. Sidhanta, in his 
scholarly treatise, ‘The Heroic Age 
of India’, points out that Draupadi 
could pose the question regarding 
the legitimacy of wagering her опіу- 
because of her education, her 
intellectual abilities. 


Ancient India had great women 
of wisdom who rarely transgressed 
the bounds of decency and deco- 
rum in their speech and conduct. 
Draupadi was undoubtedly one of 


them. ul mim

_ о complete my graduation in 
Commerce, my father wanted me 
to pursue my studies to become a 
Chartered Accountant. | was really 
not keen on becoming a Chartered 
Accountant. Instead, | wanted, in 
response to the call given by 
Jayaprakashji to the Youth, to 
devote at least опе year to 
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Sarvodaya work. | further saw no 
usefulness in pursuing my studies 
for chartered accountancy if my 
aim was to serve some social 
cause. |, therefore, asked my father 
how a Chartered Accountant could 
be socially useful to the commu- 
nity.

1924-27 he concentrated on his 
practice in Bombay. In 1927, at the 
invitation of his brother who was 
then in the U.S.A., he went to U.S. 
and took his B.Sc. degree in 
Business Administration from the 
Syracuse University in 1928, and 
his M.A. from Columbia.

and our Poverty’. In his thesis he 
wrote about the exploitation of 
India by the British through their 
taxation and economic policies. 
His professor was angry with him. 
Nevertheless, he recognised the 
courage and the original thinking 
of Kumarappa and marked him as 
A-1 student at the end of the term. 


When Kumarappa returned from 
England in 1929, he was comple- 
tely an anglicized person in his 
dress, talk and manners. While he 
was negotiating with the publi- 
shers for the publication of his 
thesis, his friend, Mr. M.S. Supari- 


wala, insisted that he should meet: 


Gandhiji who might be interested 
in his thesis. 
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In April 1929, Gandhiji happened 
to be in Bombay and Kumarappa 
went to Mani Bhavan on Labur- 
num Road which was the Bombay 
residence of Gandhiji. He had not 
taken any prior appointment. 
When he went there, Gandhiji was 
busy attending a meeting of the 
Congress Working Committee. 
Someone, whom he took to be a 
servant, told Kumarappa it would 
not be possible to see Gandhiji. 
But as the man spoke in English, 
Kumarappa gave the manuscript 
of his thesis to him and requested 
to hand it over to Gandhiji. The 
person was none other than 
Gandhiji's secretary, Pyarelal. 


The Old Man on the cowdung floor 


In May, 1929, Kumarappa, by 
prior appointment, went to Sabar- 
mati Ashram, Ahmedabad, to meet 
Gandhiji. He writes: “І saw an old 
man seated under a tree on a 


` neatly cleaned cow-dung floor and 


spinning. Having never seen a 
spinning wheel, | leaned on my 
walking stick апа standing 
akimbo, stood watching as there 
were still 10 minutes for the 
appointment. After about 5 minu- 
tes the old man looked at his watch 
and enquired if | was Китагарра. It 
suddenly dawned on me,. maybe 
the person was none other than 
Gandhi. So іп my turn | asked if he 
was Gandhiji. When he nodded, | 
promptly sat down on the cow-

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dung floor regardless of ту silk 
creaseless trousers. Seeing me 
sitting with outstretched legs more 
or less in a reclining position, 
someone from the house came 
hurriedly with a chair for me and 
Gandhiji asked me to get up and sit 
on the chair more comfortably. | 
Said that since he was seated on 
the floor | did not propose to take 
the chair." 


Gandhiji told him that he liked 
his thesis and his own approach to 
economics was the same as that of 
Kumarappa. Не enquired of 
&umarappa whether he could help 
him in the work of village recons- 
truction. He also told him that he 
was interested in publishing the 
thesis serially in his journal 'Young 
India'. Gandhiji also advised him to 
see Kaka Kalelkar, the then Vice 
Chancellor of Gujarat Vidyapith, to 
find out how best he could work in 
the Vidyapith. 

When he went to see Kaka 
Kalelkar, he realised that this was 
the man who had rushed with a 
chair for him earlierthat day! 
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Kakasaheb was not impressed 
with the dress and manners -of 
Kumarappa who did not know 
either Gujarati or Hindi and as such 
thought that he would be of no use 
to him. However, Gandhiji's views 
were different. He thought there 
Was a young man who must be 
grabbed. That is how Kumarappa 
landed himself in Gandhiji's laps. 


Kakasaheb once remarked to 
Kumarappa that he would have 
been considered a saint if only he 
could shed his puckish humour 
and laughter. Kumarappa's 
characteristic retort was that, that 
was the only escape from saint- 
hood. But Kakasaheb had alwaysa 
complaint that Kumarappa did not 
learn Hindi and that if he had 
known Hindi he would have set fire 
to the country with his extremist's 
views on politics and economics. 
Kumarappa was a revolutionary 


though non-violent, thanks to 
Gandhiji. 
During the Salt Satyagraha 


Which followed immediately there- 


after, his thesis 'Public Finance 
and our Poverty' was published as 
a serial in 'Young India'. It was 
subsequently published in the 
form of a book. While on his Dandi 
March, Gandhiji called for Kuma- 
rappa and told him to take up the 
editorship of 'Young India', in case 
Mahadev Desai was arrested by the 
British Government following his 
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own arrest. It so happened that 
Mahadev Desai was arrested even 
before Gandhiji was arrested and 
hence immediately on Gandhiji's 
arrest, Kumarappa took charge of 
'Young India'. 

Salt:Satyagraha created a new 
awakening which had no parallel 
in the history of the country or 
world. Men and women, young and 
old, resorted to non-violent satya- 
graha, breached the laws of the 
British Government, and with a 
smile, courted arrest; they just 
forgot the word 'fear'. Through his 
writings in 'Young India', Kuma- 
rappa took up the cause of defend- 
ing the truth and exposing the evil 
ofthe repressive measures of the 
British Government. Young and 
outspoken as he was, there was 
little moderation in his language 
and someone complained to 
Gandhiji about it. Gandhiji laughed 
and said: ‘‘Kumarappa comes from 
Madras and Madras is famous for 
its chillies and it is not possible to 
take the heat out of chillies.” Ob- 
viously, the British Government 
could take no more and Kuma- 
rappa was detained and sentenced 
to two years' imprisonment. Тһе 
trial and sentence in jail brought 
him nearer to Gandhiji. In .the 
course of the proceedings before 


the court he made a remarkable . 


statement castigating the British 


_ Government for its repressive 


measures in 1931.

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Accurate Knowledge 
At the Karachi session of the 


Congress a committee was 
appointed with Kumarappa as its 
convener to go into the details of 
transactions and exploitation of 
the British Government, since the 
days of East India Company. He 
was chosen as the convener for his 
accurate knowledge of economics 
and aptitude for research work. His 
study .оп the subject offered the 
basis of Gandhiji’s approach to 
economic problems at the Second 
Round Table Conference іп 
1931-32. In 1932 he had his second 
term of imprisonment “After 


‘Gandhiji returned from the Round 


Table Conference. 


Kumarappa was released from 
the jail in 1934 and it was the time 
when Bihar was hit by a disastrous 
earthquake. Gandhiji deputed him 
to assist Dr. Rajendra Prasad in 
organising relief work in Bihar. 
Strict standards were laid down in 
the matter of financial regulations, 
Propriety and accountability of 
public funds collected and utilised

for relief work and they stand out 
as an ideal that anyone in public 
life should foilow in the matter of 
accoutability of public funds. 
Kumarappa laid down the rules 
and regulations for the work 
involving 200 workers spread over 
12 districts, with hardly anyone of 
them knowing how to keep 
accounts. 


Kumarappa was very strict in 
money matters. One night, he 
himself counted the cash. There 
was some shortage as one trustee 
had drawn advances without 
signing any voucher. Kumarappa 
immediately approached Dr. 
Rajendra Prasad and requested 
that the trustee be asked to make 
good the deficit and that he be 
removed as a trustee. Dr. Rajendra 
Prasad thought it would be 
too severe a punishment 
and hence asked for instructions 
from Gandhiji. Gandhiji sent а. 
telegram: “бо as recommended by 
Kumarappa:" 


When the question of utilisation 
of funds collected for earthquake 
relief work in Bihar was raised in 
the then Central Assembly, Dr. 
` Bhulabhai Desai, the then leader of 
the Congress party, placed on the 
table a set of bound audited state- 
ment of accounts of the relief 
committee. Dr. Rajendra Prasad 
was overwhelmed and remarked: 
"Kumarappa has saved the honour 
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of Bihar." 


Village Industries 


In 1934, at the Congress session 
in Bombay it was decided to orga- 
nise village industries all over the 
country to provide employment to 
the rural folk to bring people 
nearer to Swaraj. Shri Krishnadas 
Jajoo was requested to take over 
the presidentship of the All India 
Village Industries Association. 
Gandhiji was in search of someone 
who would take upon the work of 
Secretary to organise the move- 
ment all over the country and it was 
at the suggestion of Smt. Lilavati 
Munshi, Kumarappa was approa- 
ched to take up the work of orga- 
nising village industries under the 
auspices of the All India Village 
Industries Association as its Secre- 
tary. Kumarappa remained its 
Secretary for over 20 years and 
later on became the president of 
the Association. He provided the 
economic rationale to Gandhiji's 
village industries programme, 
Carried out experiments and re- 
search and proved that village 
industries were economically 
viable and that there was no alter- 
native to the nation taking up deve- 
lopment of village industries. He 
remained totally committed to the 
concept of developing village 
industries and to hir his eco- 
nomics was a way of life. 
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In 1937, the Congress came to 
power in several States in the 
country and Sardar Patel request- 
ed Kumarappa to take up a minis- 
tership, but Kumarappa preferred 
to organise and promote village 
industries with Maganwadi, 
Wardha. as his headquarters 
ratner than take up ministership in 
any province. The matter was 
referred të Gandhiji who upheld 
the views of Kumarappa and stated 
that Kumarappa was made for 
bigger things and that his work 
should not be limited. to апу one 
portfolio or any particular pro- 
vince. 


When Acharya Kripalani became 
the President of the’ Congress he 
‘invited Kumarappa to be a member 
of the Congress working commi- 
пее. Китагарра as a member of 
the All India Village Industries 
Association was not expected to 
take part in politics and hence 
wrote to Gandhiji that he be saved 
from taking up the membership of 
the Congress Working Committee 
which was a coveted post in those 
days. Kumarappa was permitted by 
Gandhiji to decline the offer. While 
declining the offer he wrote to 
Acharya Kripalani that he could 
resign the presidentship of the 
Congress and join the All India 
Village Industries Association if he 
wished to serve the masses! Such 

was his commitment to work 
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connected with village industries. 


‘Doctor of Village Industries’ 


Kumarappa had a sharp intellect 
and with training in Accountancy, 
he developed a passion for preci- 
Sion and brevity. He wrote a 
number of books on India's eco- 
nomy and the most remarkable is 
"Economy of Permanence" for 
which Gandhiji gave him the title of 
‘Doctor of Village Industries'. For 
his work “Practice and Percepts of 
Jesus; Gandhiji had given him the 
title of Doctor Kumarappa DD. 
Hence he became Dr. J.C. Kuma- 
rappa DD.DVI. When he met 
Gandhiji, he objected to Gandhiji 
handing out degrees without any 
authority. 


Gandhiji good humouredly said: 
"Why should you question my 
conferring a doctorate or degree? 
Am І not the Chancellor of the 
Gujarat Vidyapith! In any case you 
have proved yourself more than 
those who have been conferred 
university degrees. Why should 
they have the monopoly!” 


About the charge against him 
that he spread disaffection and 
contempt against the British 
Government, Kumarappa had this 
to say: “The people of Indiaowe no 
more allegiance to this Govern- 
ment than does the man in the 
moon. Where there is no ground 
for a bond of affection, it follows 
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that | cannot be guilty of spreading 
disaffection..... Can the chivalrous 
acts of the high placed officials, 
themselves products of the British 
Universities, who encamp near 
Borsad to organise onslaught on 
elderly women like Ganga Behn 
and tender girls like Leelavati and 
their laboured attempt to justify 
such action by lies, elicit any 
feelings other than contempt for 
the Government they represent?" 


Gandhi Smarak Nidhi 


After the attainment of freedom 
and also after Gandhiji's death, 
Kumarappa continued to follow 
the ideals of his master with zeal 
and devotion. It was after Gandhi- 
ІГв death that Kumarappa was 
invited by Dr. Rajendra Prasad to 
come to Delhi to discuss the plan 
for setting up Gandhiji's memorial 
fund and was requested to take 
charge of the work. At a meeting 
which was then attended by about 
a dozen leaders of the Congress 
and the Government, Kumarappa 
suggested that raising a fund 
would not be a befitting memorial. 
The real memorial to Gandhiji 
would be expounding his ideals 
and practising them in day-to-day 
life and for that an army of one lakh 
persons could be raised as volun- 
teers who would offer themselves 
as a constituent part of that fund. 
When someone asked him how he 
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would administer such a fund con- 
sisting one hundred thousand 
people, he replied: “First | want 
three donors and the three donors 
should be Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime 
Minister, Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel, 
Dy. Prime Minister, and Smt. 
Rajkumari Amrit Kaur, then the 
only Woman Minister in Pandit 
Nehru's cabinet." He called on 
them to resign their offices and to 
join hands with him as a first dona- 
tion. The idea for obvious reasons 
was not accepted by the Congress 
and then came into existence 
Gandhi Smarak Nidhi. 


Kumarappa remained a true 
Brahmachari. Probably he never 
thought of marriage, as he wrote 
later: "Before | could get married 
in the usual manner, | got married 
to village industries and Gandhiji's 
Maganwadi." To him Brahma- 
charya was spontaneous and he 
did not shun the company of 
women friends. In fact, he could 
carry on an intelligent conversation 
with them. 
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Kumarappa was all his life fight- 
ing with the British Government 
under his Guru, Gandhiji. How- 
ever, even after the attainment of 
independence he was not satisfied 
with the way the economic plann- 
ing of India was being done and 
continued to remain a rebel. In 
fact, he had foreseen as early as 
the late 30's that India would not be 
planning for the ideals true to 
Gandhiji to meet the needs of rural 
India. He was most reluctant to join 
as a member of the National Plann- 
ing Committee appointed under 
the  chairmanship of  Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru to work out 
plans for the economic develop- 
ment of India. However, he joined 
the Planning Committee at the 
instance of Gandhiji. Fed up with 
the endless discussions with no 
vision of a practical solution to the 
needs of rural India, he sought 
Gandhijis approval to resign and 
return. Finally, he resigned as the 
member of the Planning Commi- 
ttee. Gandhiji wrote: “If you can 
slip away gently after conferring 
with J.N. (Jawaharlal Nehru) cer- 
tainly come away and do.some 
work, instead of listening to grand 
discourses. You have done your 
duty." 


After taking stock of the achieve- 
ments of Independent India he was 
getting convinced that the Con- 
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gress Government was moving 
away from the ideals of Gandhiji. 
He strongly came out against the 
pomp and splendour of the 
Government under Pandit Nehru. 
Winding up his argument he wrote: 
"Gandhiji is being hailed as the 
Father of the Nation. No Govern- 
ment in our country has accepted 
Gandhiji's ideals for the country. 
Indeed, Gandhi ji is either the father 
of a monster or a father without a 
child. There will be time enough to 
confer fatherhood on him when 
the country wholeheartedly adopts 
his programme based on the 
welfare of the masses.”

ÛÛ O 
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River Sarasvati: 
| Myth or Reality — 111 
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: "THE area between river Beas in 
| ü Panjab and river Ganga in 
Uttar Pradesh has been the cradle 
of Indian civilisation. Ниһпагес of 
Pre-Harappan and Harappan sites 
have been discovered by archaeo- 
logists in this area. Availability of 
water has always been the most 
important factor in the growth of 
towns and cities. They grew on the 
banks or near the rivers and 
streams which, apart from provid- 
ing water for drinking etc., provid- 
ed easy means of transport by 
boats and easy availability of wood 
which was floated down the rivers 
from the hills. Wood was a very 
essential component for the 
growth of towns as it was needed 
for cooking, used for building 
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houses and for making burnt 
bricks. 


There are a lot of pre-Harappan 
sites in the Ganga-Jamuna doab 
on the banks of Hindon, Kali Nadi, 
Kalindi and their tributaries. There 
are over 200 such sites in the 
present Saharanpur-Shamli area. 
There are many sites in the 
Baghpat and Meerut area also and 
Alamgirpur, 45 Km from Delhi, 
near the present river Hindon, is 
the southern and the eastern limit 
of these sities. But there are no 
such sites on the banks of the 
present river Jamuna, making it 
clear that during pre-Harappan 
and Harappan period there was no 
river flowing in the present bed of 
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river Jamuna or the water now 
flowing through it was flowing 
somewhere else. 


It is well known that when 
Emperor Shahjehan got the Red 
Fort and the present city of Old 
Delhi built, Nehar-e-Bahisht (canal 
of Paradise) was dug to supply 
fresh, clean water to the fort and 
the city for drinking and irrigation. 
Earlier of course, the present river 
Jamuna water was available to 
Delhi but could not be used for irri- 
gation as it flowed at a lower level 





than the city. Rain water was 
always stored in big tanks built by 
different kings to be used at the 
time of emergency. ‘Nehar-e- 
Bahist’ was built in the old bed of 
river Jamuna. The present western 
Jamuna canal is flowing through 


the same old river Jamiuna bed for 
a long distance. 


Landsat imagery or aerial photo- 
graphy of the area between the 
present rivers Sarasvati/Ghaggar 
and Ganga makes a few points very 
clear (Fig. 3). 
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The Landsat imagery of this area 
indicates that the' old river Saras- 
vati/Ghaggar bed (y:) has a width 
of 6 to 8 Km from Shatrana in 
Panjab (India) to Marot in Pakistan. 
At Shatrana, river Ghaggar joins 
the paleo-channel coming from 
the east. The present river Saras- 
vati flows through this channel for 
some distance. Channels Ys 
correspond to river Chautang 
which joins river  Sarasvati/ 
Ghaggar bed (y:) near Suratgarh. 
Near Anupgarh, the river Saras- 
vati/Ghaggar bed bifurcates and 
both the paleo-channels so formed 
come to an abrupt end at Marot 
and Beriwala respectively. 


The area where these channels 
end is low-lying and has a salt 
crust, indicating that at one time 
there was a big lake in the area in 
which the two streams ended. This 
was perhaps the position when the 
quantity of water flowing through 
the river had decreased considera- 
bly.. The name of a large number of 
villages with Toba as suffix such as 
Kumar Ka Toba, Majnu Toba and 
Banahwala Toba indicate that the 
places are at a low level. 


In the district of Bahawalpur 
(Pakistan) there is a large area 
which has an elevation of about 
360/370 feet above sea level which 
became a lake with waters of river 
Saraswati system. A large number 
of villages at an altitude of about 
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Ss 


370 feet such as, Nawa. Kot, 
Kangroha, Derawar Fort, Toba, 
Sirdarwal etc. also indicate this 
fact. Earlier, of course, as is clear 
from Landsat imagery, the river 
flowed into the Rann of Katch, 
quite independent of the river 
Sindh. 


While river Sarasvati was chang- 
ing its course, by about 2000 or 
1500 BC, perhaps it flowed near 
the present town of Bhivani also 
where an old site Mitathal has been 
discovered and excavated. Later 
river Sarasvati shifted further to 
the east as is indicated by Channel 
Ys South of Delhi. 


The Third Channel (Үз) indicates 
a river flowing from Delhi area 
southwards. It connected a few 
small lakes in Bharatpur area and 
then joined river Chambal. 
Archaeologists believe that 
channel Үз had water flowing 
through it during 800 to 400 BC 
period. This channel also indicates 
that the present waters of river 
Jamuna (paleo-Jamuna) did not 
flow through the present bed of 
river Jamuna in Mathura-Agra area 
during old days. Perhaps the two 
channels met each other and river 
Ganga at Prayag, to create Triveni 
Sangam and that was the reason 
for the name given to this conflu- 
ence. This name still persists 
indicating that at one time rivers 
Ganga, Kalindi and Sarasvati 
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joined at Prayag. 


Geographic and sedimentologi- 
cal evidences are also now availa- 
ble to make it clear that the old 
river Sarasvati is at present flow- 
ing as river Jamuna after changing 
its course. The sedimentological 
evidence consists of the discovery 
of coarse greyish sand very similar 
in mineral content to that found in 
the bed of the present river 
Jamuna. in bore holes in the old 
river Sarasvati bed at Kalibangan, 
Situated near the present town of 
Hanumangarh in Ganganagar dis- 
trict of Rajasthan, eleven (11) 
meters below the present flood 
plain level. Eleven meters of clay 
and silt deposits are the result of 
the deposit of sand and silt 
brought down by the flood waters 
of river Sarasvati and its tributaries 
during the past thousands of years. 


Changes in the course of river 
Sarasvati have been very gradual 
but there are some indications 
which give an idea of the period 
when this happened. At the time of 
Mahabharata, river Sarasvati had 
already started drying up at Kuruk- 
Shetra, but at Prithudka (present 
Pehova) it had ample water as King 
Yudhishtira performed the last 
rites of his relatives who had died 
in Mahabharata at Prithüdka. 


Hecent work of archaeologists 
in this area has made it clear that 


` there are a number of cities which 
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were neither destroyed by floods: 
nor by human attacks. Kalibangan 
IS one such place. Most probably, 
these cities were abandoned 
because of the drying up of the 
river on the banks of which they 
had grown due to a change in the 
course of the river. Their popula- 
tion shifted to the northern and 
eastern parts of the country which 
had ample rains and the streams 
had ample water. 


Radiocarbon dating of the 
material recovered from Kali- 
bangan recently has made it clear 
that the city was abandoned 
during 1800-1700 BC. Below the 
Harappan citadel of Kalibangan 
are the remains of a pre-Harappan 
township which was destroyed by 
ап earthquake. Radiocarbon 
dating shows that the destruction 
of the town had taken place bet- 
ween 2450 and 2300 B.C. 


This indicates that the city and 
the fortress of Kalibangan were 
abandoned after they had been in 
existence for about 600 years. 
Thus, most probably, the dryinbg 
up of the old river Sarasvati bed or 
a change in its course had started 
round about this period i.e. it 
started most probably during 
Ramayana period and it had 
almost dried up during Maha- 
bharata period, as has already 
been indicated. 
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River Satluj 


River? Satluj is the only river 
which could have given its waters 
to river Sarasvati from the west. 
River Satluj arises from the Hima- 
layas near lake Mansarover in 
Tibet, the area from where rivers 
Sindh (Indus) and Brahmputra 
(Tsangpo) also originate. There- 
fore, river Satluj has a fairly large 
catchment area, and has a large 


` quantity of fast flowing water as it 


emerges from the hills near Ropar 
flowing in southwardly direction. 
But near Ropar, there in a sharp 
right angle bend in its course and it 
begins to flow in westerly direc- 
tion. After flowing for about 100 
miles, it joins river Beas at Hari-Ke- 
Pattan. The two combined rivers, 
Satluj and Beas, begin to flow їп а 
southwesterly direction to join the 
other three rivers of Panjab to form 
a stream now called Panchanad 
before joining river Sindh (Indus). 


The pre-partition Panjab was 
called Panjab because of the five 


_Tivers—Jehlum, Chenab, Ravi, 


Beas and Satluj—which flowed 
through the area (Panj-five; Ab- 
water). However, the position was 
entirely different in Vedic or 
Ramayana period. It has already 
been mentioned that the combin- 
ed pre-partition Panjab and North- 
west Frontier Province were called 
Sapta Sindhuva, land of seven 
rivers. 
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‚ But till the- beginning of the 
Christian ега, -river Sindh as it 
flowed into the present province of 
Sindh of Pakistan was called 
Panchnad indicating that its 
channel carried waters of five 
rivers only and the northern Sindh. 
area was also called Panchanada. 
This clearly indicates that at that 
time rivers Satluj and Sarasvati 
did not join river Sindh (Indus). 


Some people in the recent past 
have started using the term Panch- 
nada for the combined waters of 
the present five Panjab rivers 
(Jehlum, Chenab, Ravi, Beas and 
Satluj) and this has created some 
confusion. 


Although we have no regular 
geographical and historical 
records of early days, the two epics 
Ramayana and Mahabharata do 
indicate indirectly the geography 
at that period. It is mentioned. in 
Valmiki Ramayana that when King 
Dashratha died, Sri Rama and 
Lakshmana had already left 
Ayodhya and Bharata and Shatru- 
gana were with their maternal 
grandparents in Kekaya, the area 
between the two rivers Sindh and 
Jehlum.

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Sanskrit grammarians recog- 
nise that Vedic Sanskrit is full of 
Arsheya grammatical usages. The 
famous Paniniya grammar con- 
tains a long list of Arsheya usages. 
The word 'Arsheya' covers the 
grammar of the Purva Rishis of the 
totemic age also. The Vedic 
grammar had the grammar of the 
local dialects for its base. For 
example, following the local prac- 
tice the 'devata' was freely used іп 
the Vedas for male Devatas like 
Indra, Agni, etc. as well female 
Devatas like Aditi, Saraswati etc. 
Its gender got restricted to the 
feminine gender on Sanskritisa- 
tion. (It now is a word of the femi- 
nine gender in some dialects like 
the Marathi and of the masculine 
gender in dialects like Hindi, 
Assamiya etc. It is the practice in 
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the Indian dialects to often use the 
same word in both the genders.) 


The Vedic chhandas also had 
the folk chhandas for their base. It 
is stated in Shatapatha that the 
four-syllable chhandas were 
prevalent earlier'®, and they were 
the base for the eight-syllable 
Gayatri сһһапаа!!, This four-sylla- 
ble chhanda belongs to the pre- 
Samhita days. (It ts still popular 
amongst the tribal folk in India). 
Other Vedic chhandas had Gayatri 
for their base. 


The simultaneous culturing of 
Sanskrit and local dialects as well 
as a regular flow of words from one 
to the other continued at varying 
speeds, century after century, 
during the post-Samhita era. In

they are no more in use. They were 
in use in ancient dialects. Udatta, 
Anudatta and Svarita used to playa 
vital role in ancient dialects in 
determining the different mean- 
ings of words consisting of the 
same letters. They do so in the 
Vedas, but their use was given up 
in later Sanskrit.. The short, long 
and the elongated vowels? also 
played a similar role in those 
ancient days. Of these, the short 
and long are still similarly used 
even now e.g. the use of the short 
and long in different positions 
lends to each of the words :kala' 
‘kalaa’ 'kaala' 'kaalaa'!3 an entirely 
different meaning. The use of the 
elongated (pluta) has, however, 
now got restricted to a vocative 
use or as in Konkani for placing 
extra emphasis on the expression. 
This varnamala belongs to India 
and establishes a direct link 
between us, our Vedic forefathers 
and our Indian ancestors of yore. It 
does not have any root in Central

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Vedic literature are quoted as 
testimonials of Aryan invasions. 
But they are not. The word used in 
the Vedic literature for the clash- 
ing sections is 'bhratrivya''* which 
literally means nephews. It does 
not mean invaders. There is no 
indication at all in the Vedas or the 
later Vedic literature of any invaders. 
According to Shatapatha quarrels 
used to take place between elder 
brothers and younger brothers'4, 
elder cousins апа younger 
cousins. They were very much like 
the quarrels that later took place 
between Kauravas and Pandavas, 
like between Jesus and his kins- 
men or between Mohammad and 
his kinsfolk. Sometimes those who 
had accepted the Aryan way of life 
clashed with those who had not; 
sometimes the supporters of some 
reformed rites or rituals quarrelled 
with the dissenters (very much like 
the Protestants and the Catholics, 
or like the Shias and Sunnis). 
Rigveda records quarrels over 
children, cattle, water and fertile 
land.'* Shatapatha and other 
Brahmanas record disputes over 
innovations in rites and rituals in 
Yajna ceremonies and the disposal 
of dead bodies. But everywhere it is 
two sections of the same people 
quarrelling.

ended іп a compromise like that 
between Indra and Usha. Some- 
‘times they ended in the defeated 
group leaving the country. But only 
smail groups preferred to leave 
and they became the catalyst to the 
aryanisation of their adopted 
lands. 


A more menacing phenomenon, 
however, emerged, that of calling 
names. Particular words got 
affixed to assenting and dissenting 
groups and, forgetting the kinship, 
became targets of the utmost 
natred, (like Jew to Christians or 
Kafir to Muslims). The prefix 'su' 
was dropped from Sudanavas 
making them hated Danavas as far 
as the Devas were concerned, but' 
Deva became a dishonourable 
word in Avesta and Danava an 
honourable word. The prefix 'su' 
was also dropped from Sudasas to 
similarly discredit the defeated 
dasas. The prefix 'A' of Asuras 
was dropped to distinguish the 
winning Suras from the defeated 
Asuras. Asura (Ahura) continued to 
be'adorable to the Sudanus group. 
The word Pani used for the 
defeated traders was replaced by 
'vanik for the traders of the 
winning sect. The dissenting 
groups continued to call them- 
selves Aryans and to follow those 
rites and rituals that they were 
doing before dissent. They also 
continued to speak the dialects of 
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their forefathers. A living example 


are the gypsies. These were the ` 


dialects that later got mixed with 
local dialects and have left their 


stamp on languages in other lands. ` 


Vishvamltra's Sons Migrated to 
Central Asia 


It is recorded in Aitareya Brah- 
mana that the elder sons of Rishi 
Vishvamitra dissented from their 
father and younger brothers 
during a Yajna ceremony over the 
question of adoption and left to 
reside in the southern part of 
Central Asia. They are called 
"Udantyah' !6, residents of north of 
the northern border that is the 
southern tip of Central Asia. They 
were a batch of fifty only.

No disreputable person could have 
become a Rishi or a Devata either. 
They were Aryans. After a defeat. 
having. been pushed to the 
Sarama, a common 
friend of Indra and the Panis, 
traced them in their hiding places 
and advised them to run far away 
to the north '* because Indra and 
Angiras were chasing them. Indian 
traders are reputed for establish- 
ing temporary or permanent 
settlements in distant lands. The 
Panis went and settled in Central 
Asia and other lands. They were a 
batch of a few hundred.'? 


Emigrant Sudanavas 


We learn of the migration of 
Sudanavas from a record in the 
Avesta supplemented by material 
from the Vedas. Avestan Gathas 
hail the wisdom of Hudanush 
(Sudanuh in Sanskrit). Zarathush- 
tra was a scion of the Hudanush 
clan. There are 73 mantras in 
Rigveda in which Indra, Agni, 
Maruts, Ashvins, Mitra, Varuna, 
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Vasus, Adityas, Vishvedevas and 
other Devatas are hailed as 
Sudanus. Charitable Ayrans are 
also called Sudanu (and Parsis are 
famous for their charities). 


Amongst the clans mentioned in 
the Avesta, the memory of the 
Mashakas (a totemic name which 
is pronounced as Mashakya in the 
Avestan Gathas) has been retained 
іп a mantra іп Yajurveda.” Magas, 
another prominent clan mention- 
ed in the Avestan Gathas, was 
associated with the name of 
Magadha and this region is listed 
in an Atharvavedic mantra. The 
word Danava, used for wise men in 
Avesta, occurs in 12 Rigvedic 
mantras in which the fight over 
water is described between Devas 
and Danavas, particularly Vritra. 
(The word 'daanaa' («Теп meaning 
a wiseman is derived from 
‘danava'). Zoroastrian rites, 
rituals and ceremonies reach the 
brink of the Yajna ceremonies and 
Stop short there. This was one of 
those orthodox groups of Aryans 
that rejected the reforms leading 
to the Yajna ceremonies. They also 
rejected cremation and preferred 
exposure of the corpse at a height, 
because they felt it repulsive to 
allow a corpse to contaminate fire 
by its touch. Fire was held so 
"TERIA Ча Se" 
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sacred by them апа ап object of 
such deep veneration. But they 
continued to call their corpse- 
‚ tower ‘dukhma’, which means а 
place of burning, a reminder of a 
time when the same place was 
used for exposure as well as 
cremation, also a reminder of the 
Indian origin of the group since 
cremation is а. typically Indian 
practice.
